GEORGIA’S DUTY TO HER FEEBLE-MINDED. 


The inscrutable laws of nature and heredity have cramped the brains 
of more than one thousand persons of minor age in Georgia, Their reason- 
ing powers are in many instances less developed than those of the average 
five-year-old child. They are shut off, by causes we may not fathom, from 
the privilege of self-support. Pitiably irresponsible, they may eventually re- 
cruit the ranks of crime. What is worse, if allowed to live from under re- 
straint, they are apt to reproduce offspring more hopelessly degenerate, more 
heavily a burden upon the state, than the parent stock. 

These are simple facts. They are demonstrated vividly, -in an article 
from the Rey. Dr. Howard Crumley, published elsewhere in today’s Consti- 
tution. 

Dr. Crumley’s interest in the matter is purely humanitarian. He has 
consecrated his lifé to the molding of self-supporting, useful men and women 
of children left without the shepherding care of father and mother. His 
work has brought him into contact with the problem of the feeble-minded 
children of this state. Through personal experience, he has seen what 
science and patient care can do in redeeming this unfortunate class. He 
has visited institutions outside of Georgia that are entirely devoted to the 
treatment of such cases. He gives the readers of The Constitution the bene- 
fit of his observations at home and abroad. 

re0rgia owes a more definite duty to the indigent feeble-minded than 
it does to the actually insane or to the embryo criminal. Modern science 
has demonstrated that it can largely reclaim the semi-idiot and the epileptic. 
It can so develop the sleeping germ of intelligence that the patient will be- 
come actually self-supporting. What {s of more importance, it can bring 
happiness and appreciation of life and religion into lives of persons’ other- 
Wise inevitably doomed to become human driftwood: it can banish the mean- 
ingless smile of idiocy and replace it with the look of conscious power, dis- 
crimination and responsibility; it can prevent many of these sad victims 
from becoming the helpless prey and progenitors of crime and vice. 

It is the duty of the people of Georgia, through their legislature, to 
unlock the brains and free the souls of this pathetic portion of our popu- 
lation. Our efforts in that direction are at present, woefully inddequate,

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GETTING IN ITS WORK 


The new immigration restriction law is already getting in its work with 
a vengeance, despite the fact that, under its terms, it does not become ef- 
fective until July 1. 

What it has already done, however, is to interfere with several well- 
laid plans of certain southern states to induce immigration through means 
which are perfectly legitimate, and would have been so recognized, had it 
not been for the passage of this obnoxious and untimely law. 

The restriction bill might easily have been defeated if the southern 
representatives and senators had lined up solidly against it. Had the Jap- 
anese school question been kept out of the discussion. as it might easily 
have been, there would have been no difficulty in preventing the measure 
from coming to a final vote. 

The Constitution repeatedly called attention to the disastrous effect it 
would have upon the plans of the south, showed wherein such legislation 
was unnecessary and inopportune, especially in view of the presence of am- 
ple safeguards, and urged its defeat particularly in the interests of the 
southern states which have reached a point where immigration from some 
source is essential to the proper development of their extensive resources 
and their material progress. 

The very first effect of this legislation has been to deny to the states 
the right to encourage immigration to their territory by payment of the 
passage of immigrants from European countries, some, in official authority, 
even going so far as to hold that this prohibition is effective four months in 
advance of the law’s going into operation. 

Louisiana finds in the new law and in Attorney General Bonaparte’s re- 
cent decision, a practically impassable barrier to plans already matured for 
bringing into that state some 600 North Italian agriculturists whose passage 
was to have been paid or advanced by the state, as was done in the South 
Carolina case, :

Habersham Superior Court Passes 
Resolutions on His Death. 

Clarkesville, Ga., March 9.—(Special.) 
The superior court of Habersham 
county has passed resalutions on the 
death of Jucge Bleckley, in which high 
tribute {s made to the great jurist. The 
resolution is signed by J. C. Edwards, 
Robert McMillan and W. A. Charters, 
who compose the committee appointed 
by the court to draw up the paper. 

After citing the principal events in 
Judge Bleckley’s life, the resolution 1s 
jas follows: 
| “While Judge Bleckley achieved dis- 
‘tinction in all his undertakings, his 
real greatness was as a dispenser of 
justice. ‘The volumes of the supreme 
court reports during his career upon 
that bench are illumined with opinions 
deliverec by Judge Bleckley which for 
concise statement of the law, clearness 
of expression and apt conception of le- 
gal principles are not to be compared 
with any judicial utterances of said 
court. While characterized by the 
deepest learning, his judicial opinions 
contain such admixture of genuine wit 
as to make them unique in th eannals 
of jurisprudence. He was readily rec- 
ognized as the head of the judicial col- 
umn of Georgia, and, than Judge Bleck- 
ley, this great state has never produced 
a judge superior, if, indeed, it has pro- 
duced his equal. 

“During the closing years of his life 
Judge Bleckley refrained from the ac- 
tive pursuit of the law and sought 
refuge and rest in the quiet city of 
Clarkesville, where he could catch 
fresh inspiration from his loved and 
native mountains, but not withstanding 
he sought rest, his adviceé@In matters 
of complicatec litigation was frequently 
,\sought by lawyers from all parts of the 
State and was freely given, and thus 
it was until the close of his career, he 
constantly toiled in the serviee of his 
mistress, the law, and it wes not until 
March 6, 1907, when he closed his eyes 
in peaceful sleep, that he really feund 
rest.”’

VERY BUSY MONTh 


Many |mportant Matters Will 
be Considered. 


Reduction of Freight Rates, Reduc- 
tion of Passenger Rates and Safe- 
ty of Georgia Railroad for 
Travel Are Questions 
for Discussion. 


About the busiest month of its exist- 
ence, at least in recent months, Hes be- 
fore the state railroad commission. 

Reductions of freight rates, reductian 
of passenger rates ang the question of 
the safety of the Georgia railroad for 
travel, are the matters which it will have 
to consider within the next thirty days. 

Two of these matters are scheduled to 
come up for hearing on Wednesdey, 
March 13, but it will require several days 


to investigate and dispose of either one 
of them. 


The first of these interesting proposi- 
tions confronting the commission ts the 
Physical condition of the roadbed and 
rolling stock of the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company, which Bowdre Phin- 
izy, of. Augusta, says is in such condj- 
tion of deterioration that the road ts un- 
safe for public travel. 


mission to inspect those places {n the 
roadbed which Mr. Phinizy had specifi- 
cally pointed out as unsafe, but upon Mr. 
Phinizy’s declaration that such an in- 
spection would accomplish almost less 
than nothing, and his insistence that 
careful inspection should be made by an 
expert, and also upon the request of 
the Georgia railroad officials for an oral 
hearing, the commission abandoned its 
first intention, anq summoned General 
Manager T. K. Scott, the directors of tne 
Georgia railroad and Mr. PhAMizy, the 
complainant, to appear before it next 
Wednesday and “show cause.” 

The state law requires fhat whenever 
it is disclosed to the railroad commission 
that any railroad is unsafe for public 
travel, the commission shall make in- 
vestigation, either itself or by an agent, 
presumably an expert railroad man, and 
shall take such action as may ‘be deemed 
necessary to require said railroad com- 
pany to make its property safe. 

While it is stated that the inspection 
may be made by an agent or expert, 
there is no provision made for paying 
the expenses of such an inspection and 
the railroad commission concluded that 
if it was to be done they must do it 
themselves, 

To make a complete and adequate in- 
spection, it would almost be necessarv to 
g0 carefully over every foot of the road, 
and the members of the commission are 
not inclined to walk over the 300-odd miles 
Which the Georgia railroad operates in 
the state, notwithstandigg they stated 
they would go fully into the matter, even 
if they had to walk over every foot of 
the roadbed. 

The commission did not think it would 
be proper, either, for it to accept the 
private car ang engine tendered by the 
directors of the Georgia road for the pur- 
pose of making this inspection, nor to 
accept the préposition of that road to pay 
the expenses of such expert as the com- 
mission might employ to act in its stead. 
If the members had to make the inspec- 
tion personally, they determined they 
would get on The regular trains, pay their 
fare and go to as many places and see 
as much of it as time would permit, 

t is more than probable that some sort 
of inspection of the property will be 
made, but just how it will be done re- 
mains to be determined at Wednesday's 
hearing. The line-up will be complete, 


sort of decision will have to be reached 
as to the proper course to De pursued, 

There is hardly anything in recent rail- 
road history in this state that has at- 
tracted more attention than this Georgia 
railroad investigation. 


Freight Rate Reductions. 

On the same date, Wednesday, there is 
scheduleqd to be heard before the com- 
mission the matter of the reclassifica- 
tion of the Seaboard Air Line and the 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroads. 
It may be that the Georgia railroad case 
will necessitate a (brief delay tm this, but 
it willbe reached very shortly thereafter. 
| On March 26 a similar hearing will be 
had upon the question of the reclassifi- 
eation of the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic. 

The two first named railroads are now 
in class C, where they- are permitted to 
charge on local hauls 25 per cent in ad- 
dition to the standard tariff rates, while 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic is 
in class D, where the percentage is even 
larger. 

The two former are called on to show 
cause why they should not be placed in 
class B, and the latter why it should not 
go to class C, changes which, if made, 
would involve a reduction of approxi- 
mately 10 per cent in the local rates of 
freight, which these railroads are allow- 
ed to charge. 

Upon hearings had last year the Cen- 
tral of Georgia and the Southern rail- 
way were transferred from class C to 
class B, involving the reduction stated, 
and the Atlantic Coast Line was trans- 
ferred from class B to a class half way 
between B and A. All of these reduc- 
tions in rates, for that is what they 
amounted to, were enjoined py the roads 
‘in question in the United States court. 
Hearings were had in the cases of the 
Central and Southern, demurrers were 
sustained by Judge Newman and the 
roads have gone to the Uniteq States 
eourt of appeals at New Orleans. The 
Coast Line case has not yet been heard, 
but its outcome will depned on the final 
decision in the others. 

In the meantime the railroad commis- 
sion does not propose to await Tie out- 
come of this litigation before proceeding 
to inquire into the ability of other 
roads named to stand similar reauctions, 
and it has taken this matter up on its 
own motion. 

The Two-Cent Passenger Rate. 

Following close upon these freigMt rate 
hearings the commission will take up, 
on April 2, the question of reducing the 
rate of passenger fare in Georgia. There 
was a hearing on this. question nearly 
‘wo years ago, and though the commis- 
sion decided not to make any reduction 
at that time, in its order it left the mat- 
ter open so that it could without preju- 
dice take it up at any time in the fu- 
ture. :

Yn these degenerate days the social 
habits of fistic heroes are given greater 
latitude. The effect on the system is 
damaging in proportion to the extent 
of indulgence, and consequently the 
average length of life of modern pugi- 
lists not compare by a good deal 
with years of pugilists of the 
past. 

The matter of picking winners In 
tmited rounag pugilistic contests is one 
that requires a good deal of study and

For 
la good many years I have been inter- 
ested in sport in all its forms, and to 
the sport of boxing I have given a 
great deal of study and research. 

I am going to be egotistical*enough 
to declare that I have picked as many 
winners in the ring aS any one man. 
But in this article I am going to try in 
a general but as comprehensive way 
as I to give my readers the bene- 
fit of rules I have followed and 
founs. be successful in picking win- 
ners in three-quarters of the boxing 
while betting on. 
two classes of boxers— 
ithe ientific class, who are decision 
‘men, and the sluggers, who win by 
‘knocking out their opponents, and to-

Boys do not go to learn the art of

Ccrbett Outpointed Jeffries. 

As an illustration, I would refer you 
to the Corbett and Jeffries contest. 
| Corbett, who is the premier point-de- 
leision boxer of the world, had ‘Jeffries 
joutpointed 5 to |, until in the twenty- 
ithird round Jeffries landed the knock- 
out blow that won. There are many 
other illustrations of the same sort, 
with a few exceptions, of course, but 
these exceptions cao not affect the gen- 
eral rule. 

In catchweight battles the difficulty of 
picking winners ampears to be increased 
@omewhat, although it is not well to let 
. 
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Pe additional weight of one contestant 


over his opponent count for much, un- 
less it is over ten pounds. Up to that 
point only consider the strong and the 
weak points of each boxer, just the same 
as though they were of equal weight, and 
pick the winmer according to the condl- 
tions mentioned. When the difference in 
weight is more than ten pounds it ts 
worth while to take it into consideration. 

Before placing a bet the condition of 
the men should be known. The “dane” 
book may show a boxer to win on his 
Tecord, but the record doesn’t show the 
boxer’s condition, so it is a safe mile not 
to bet until! you see the men in the ring, 
unless you have knowledge beforehand 
that the condition of the men is fit. 

Comsider, too, the chances of losing on 
a foul. Look over the record of the 
man you like to win, and note carefully 
how many ‘Il. F.’s,” which means “lost 
on a foul,”’ he has in his record. A ‘I, 
FF." boxer fs a goog one to keap your 
money off of, no matter how clever he 
may be. Befote betting learn under what 
rules the men are to box, whether 
straight Queensberry or the various mod- 
ifications of these rules. 

Some boxers are safe to box under 
Straight Queensberry rules, and are not 
under the break-clean-without-hitting 
rules, Battling Nelson stands to win 
under straight Queensberry rules, while 
under the break -clean-no-hitting-with- 
one-hand-free modification it {s almost 
Safe to bet he would lose on a foul, as he 
did to Joe Gans. And you will observe 
that Nelgon never signs to box under any 
but straight Queensberry cules, 

Learn who is to referee the contest be- 


fore laying a wager, for some referees ara 


not so particular about technical fouls 
as others; that fs, a technical foul that 
does no injury will not be considered by 
fome referees, while others might disqual- 
ifv on. ft. 

See what sort of a record for fouling 
your choice has, for rest assured that 
every referee is familar with the pecu- 
liarities of each man in the ring, and if 
a man has a reputation for being a fou) 
boxer the referee is watching him like a 
cat does a mouse for the first semblance 
of a foyl. Above all you do, don’t bet on 
Sentiment, unless you want to lose your 
money. 

With this general outline as a basis for 
& System of betting and a careful and tn- 
telligent study of the pedvuliarities of the 
boxers, Qupled with the local conditions 
of a contest, I know any bright follower 
of the ring can pick three-fourths of the 
winners. I have done it myself, and that 
is proof enough for me, and I have fol. 
lowed the rules that I have given you 
above. You can’t expect to win always: 
but don’t lose heart when you do lose. 

A most brutal practice has gone out of 
existence of late years. I refer to what 
was commonly called @ ‘purring match.”’ 
The last one I heard of was tn Camden, 
N. J., for $250 a side, between Dave Mr- 
Williams, a miner, of Plymouth, Pa., ana 
Bob Tavish, a saloonkeeper, of Mana- 
y¥unk. 

Shin-Kicking Match. 

A purring match is a_ shin-kicking 
match, and a most brutal sport {t 19. 
Tavish had won a match in Pittsburg 
and another in Scranton, and was beaten 
in Shenandoah by McWHliams. The lat- 
ter contest was so close, however, that 
Tavish thought he should have won, and 
lis friends agreed with him, anda return 
match was made. 

Soon after midnight the fight began. 
Tavish weighed 130 pounds and McWile- 
liams 140. Both wore knee pants and 
were bare from knee to ankle. McWil- 
liams ins{sted on purring with regulation 
shoes. Tavish objected, on the ground 
that he did not want to be crippled for 
life for $250. The regulation purring 
Shoe is a brogan with a crescent-shaped 
piece of ox horn set in the toe. McwWil- 
liams facetiously said the horn would 
“scrape meat whenever it touched a 
leg.’ 

The referee exhfbited a pair of vicious- 
Jooking horn-toed shoes, and Tavish 
shuddered. The articles of agreement 
said nothing about the kind of shoes 
that were to be used, and Thomas Vv. 
Perrin, the backer of Tavish, insisted the 
men should purr with a pair of new No. 
7 brogans. After much haggling and 
much sampling of the contents of a black 
bottle, this was agreed to, and the kick- 
ers donned the shoes and faced each 
other. 

The abject of each man was to kick 
his opponent on the shin and escape 
without a @eturn kick. Tavish hopped 
around Hike a dancing master. McWijl- 
Hams kicked with his right foot, but 
Tavish was out of reach. For five min- 
utes they danced about, exchanging 
kicks that did not take effect. 

In the second round Tavish kicked. his 
opponent On the side of the left leg, 
drawing blood. In the third round Tavish 
scraped a 2-inch piece of skin from his 
opponent's right shin and kicked him 
twice on the same leg. MicWilllams was 
playing a waiting game, however, and 
his friends backed him at 2 to |. Tavish 
had the best of the fourth round, alsm 
the fifth and sixth, and McWilliams’ 
shins bled so freely they had to be Wash 
ed in vinegar. 

In the seventh round McWilliams kick- 
ed Tavish twice on the left leg, danced 
around and repeated the dose. When 
time was called Tavish had four bruises 
on his left leg. In the next round Mc- 
Williams opened the ball and forced the 
Kicking. Tavish tried to get away, but 
his efforts wero useless. He ended the 
tenth round by falling and slipping, and 
when he arose the floor was marked 
With blood from his shins. McWilliams 
had everything his own Way for the hen. 
céeding four rounds. 

Tavish rallied in the fifteenth round 
and gave a terrific kick Which took a 
two-inch slice of skin from Mec Williams’ 
left leg. This was the worst single kick 
of the match, and, Sstout-hearted as Mc- 
Wiliams was, he winced and dropped 
in the arms of Brocky Dawson, who was 
seconding him. Bota men were very 
much exhausted after an hour’s dancing 
and kicking. Tavish wanted to quit. Mc- 
Williams’s shins were badly cut and 
bruised, but they were nothing compared 
With Tavish’'s. 

In the next four rounds McWilliams 
went as. he pleased, and every time he 
kicked he made an ugly cut or bruise. 
In the twenty-second round Tavish's 
seconds could not stop the flow of blood. 
They wanted to apply bandages, but the 
referee would not allow ir. McwWii- 
llams kicked Tavish five times in the 
twenty-third round, and then the latter 
dropped Mike a log and refused to gO on. 
His legs from knee to ankle were cov- 
ered with cuts. McWilllams collected 
the stakes, ail to the winner. Tavish's 
seconds washed his legs itn applejack, 
ang he was then driven to the ferry
